DEATH f ROM •&£ WES 



pARRON Island In the Hath- 
v way group, five hundred 
miles south of the Solomons, 
languished in the south Pacific 
sun. On its browned surface 
there lay a camp of two thou- 
sand Yank soldiers. They had 
seen no fighting and all of them 
wailed to be shifted to the Solo- 
mons, where there was "action." 

"Never mind, you lugs," grin- 
ned Captain Halbert. "You'll be 
getting all the fighting you want 
within the next few weeks. I 
ain't supposed to tell this, but 
we are going to ship out pretty 
soon to a place where there is 
action aplenty."
